The Mexican Minister Avoids the Trap” 
Set for Him by Designing Politicians— 
The Question of Sackville’s Successor— 
Sir John Macdonald Mentioned Mr, 
Herbert’s Betrothed. - 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTon. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., November %.—Lord 
Sackville denied himself to correspondents 
yesterday. When he will leave and whither 
he will go are not known. Senor Romero, the 
Mexican Minister, who did not fall into the 
trap set for him, as Lord Sackville did, was 
very diplomatic when the correspondent 
spoke to him yesterday about the matter. ‘‘I 
am glad, said he, I did not fall in the trap. 
If, as you say, there was a right and a wrong 
way to answer a letter of that kind, I took the 
right way. I am glad.“ 

Beyond this Senor Romero would not ex- 
press an opinion either on the merits of Lord 
Sackville’s correspondénce or on the action 
of this Government in the case. He said, how- 
ever, that by Lord Sackville’s dismissal lu 
tercourse between the State Department and 
the British Legation was absolutely sus- 
pended. No member of the legation is now 
empowered to approach the State Department 
on any important business. ‘‘A Secretary of 
Legation,’’ he said, cannot act fer the Min- 
ister withoutan appointment. The mere fact 
that the Minister is no longer here does not 
makethe Secretary or any other attache of 
the legation charge d' affaires; it requires an 
appointment by the Foreign Secretary of the 
Ministry. If Lord Sackville were Minister 
here in good standing and desired to go away 
and leave the legation in charge of 
one of the attaches or Secreta- 
ries, he would have to present the 


young gentleman to the Secretary of State. 
He could do it personally or by letter. The 
Minister could designate the Charge d’ Affaires 
or the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs 
could do it. Butasit now stands Lord Sack- 
ville cannot make any communication, either 
personally or in writing, to this Government 
and there can be no Charge g' Affaires at the 
British Legation here till Lord Salisbury com- 
a with Secretary Bayard on the sub- 
ot.

Not for Dufferin. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Lonpo#, November 2.—The suggestion that 
Dufferin shall succeed Sackville is regarded in 
diplomatic circles here as absurd. Dufferin

he estimates of the prospective yield which 
our correspondents have given are based on 
the lateness of the seaaon and the slowness of 
the bolis in opening, especially in the bot- 
tom lands. The present favorable weather 
may improve the outcome of the crop, but 
with the most favorable conditions the yield 
within the Memphis District will not be in 
excess of last year. There is a diversity of 
opinion regarding the effect of a killing frost. 

any of our correspondents say it would be 
beneficial, while others hold a contrary opin- 
ion and say it would cutoff the yield in the 
lowlands. 

At all events, it would settie the doubts 
which exists whether or not bolis with which 
the plant is now heavily loaded would open 
under its influence. Picking is progressing 
rapidly and up to date 43% per cent of the 
crop had been gathered. Labor, however, is 
scarce in many localities of Mississippi and 
Arkansas and is in demand to pick the cotton 
which is now open in the fields. The lateness 
of the season is fhown in the light receipts to 
date, but as thers is no disposition on the part 
of the planter hold his crop, a very heavy 
movement of the staple can reasonably be 
expected from now until late in December.

THE LIFE OF PARTIES. 
Republicans have been telling one an- 
other frequently of late that their party 
was fighting for its life and could not sur- 
vive two successive defeats in presidential 


.| contests. This was rather an effective ap- 


peal to party feeling than an expression 
of serious belief. 

The two great parties which are the prod- 
ucts of our civilation and political con- 
stitution never die. With changing issues 
they sometimes rally on new platforms, 
follow new leaders, gaining here and los- 
ing there, as new issues and interests 
form new combinations of their voting 
elements, and the logic of elections has 
a good deal to do with these changes. But 
since the days of HaMILTON and JEFFERSON 
neither of the two great parties they Jed 
has ever wholly lost its identity. They 
have swapped names, stolen platform 
planks from each other, and ‘flopped 
about soin their struggles for the spoils 
that sometimes there has seemed to be no 
other real bone of contention between 
them, Yet,in spite of their wanderings, 
contradictory actions, changes of front 
and changes of name, the guiding spirit of 
HAMILTON has distinctly marked the gen- 
eral course of one and that of JEFFERSON 
the general course of the other. 

In England we have seen her two great 
parties figuring alternately as friends and 
defenders of the King or as rebels in arms 
against his person and authority. Yet, 
through all their changes of name and 
apparent changes of front,it is.easy to 
trace the same divergent tendencies which 
distinguish the present Conservatives and 
Liberals back through Tories and Whigs, 
Jacobites and Hanoverians, Cavaliers and 
Roundheads. The same substantial iden- 


many reigns, revolutions and political 
shocks and reorganizations in England 
will continue while her Constitution lasts, 
and may be expected to endure here as 
one of the products of our Constitution. 
The Southern rebellion split the Demo- 
cratic party in twain sectionally and 


-} Goomed it to u quarter of a century of de- 


feat and exclusion from power. A part of 
that time it had control. of but two or 
three State governments. Yet ali that 
time it operated as astrong check upon 
the party in power, fought on, re-formed 
its shattered ranks after each successive 
defeat, recovered State after State, got 
control of one branch of Congress, and 
flnally won the Presidency. 

We have no idea that the other party, 
still in control of so many gat States, 
will die of a single defeat or even of two 
successive defeats. It will make a better 
fight now and poll more votes than it did 
four years ago when a long lease of 
power anda long succession of victories 
made it feel itself invincible. It will be 
much more apt to learn wisdom from a 
succession of defeats, as the Democratic 
party did, and to thereby recover its lost

QUEER WHISKY TRANSACTION, 


Samuel H. Cathcart Orders Shipments With- 
out the Necessary Authority. 


W. E. Winter, the liquor dealer on Chest 
nut street, to-day received a letter from the 
liquor house of A. R. Sutton 4 Co. of Louls- 
ville, Ky., requesting that three barrels of 
whisky at present in the hands of the Transfer 
Co., and shipped by that house to him, be 
shipped back. The goods were shipped 
to Winter on the order of Sam- 
vel H. Cathcart, who, until two days ago 
was the traveling representative of the Ken- 
tucky house, or rather, a drummer on com- 
mission for them. It would appear that not 
many days o the house received orders 
from Cathcart to ship three Darreis of whisky 
to Winter and ten to AgE. Faust. The goods 
were shipped, but when received neither of 
these firms knew aught about the transaction 
and did not want the liquor. Catheart, so it 
ie sald, turned up, explained to both that 
a mistake had m made and requested 
that the bDbilis of esis for, the goods 
be indorsed overto him. This was done by 
Mr. Faust’s son on the production of a letter 
from Sutton & Co., so requesting. This letter 
Sutton & Co. pronounce to be forged. Cath- 
cart took the whisky, stored it in McPheeter’s 
warehouse and got a regular warehouse re- 
ceipt therefor. inter refused the vest of 
the letter, but gave Cathcart the bill of lading, 
which he took away. An effort of Cath- 
cart’sto cash the receipt at a bank failed 
but he secured $50 on a draft from Faust. This 
draft was repudiated by Sutton whenhe ar- 
rived here, and he stated that he should proceed 
criminally against Cathcart, who, by the way, 
was not to be found. 

Mr. Winter said to-day that he would ship 
back the whisky, but Mr. McPheeters refuses 
to give it up withoutthe peesentation of his 
receipt. Todo otherwise, he claims, would 
be against the law.

MORE BEAUTIFUL THAN NIAGARA, 


The Wonderful Waterfall Discovered Near 
Glenwood Springs, Colo. 


GLENWOOD Srrines, Colo., November ?.—A 
hunting party returned from the mount- 
ains north of the Grand River yester- 
day and re ‘the discovery of «a 
wonderful waterfall hitherto unknown. 
Though not equal to Niagara 
volume it w@ thought to exceed it in beauty.

Hard and Close Work at the Recorder's 
Office—Mr. Williams Encouraged. 


Since yesterday afternoon a great amount of 
work has been done in the office of the Re- 
corder of Voters. 

The poll books are beginning to come in 
from the printers. «Each lle must 
be revised by three deputies work- 
ing together, one with the poll 
book, one with the voting-book and one with 
the memorandum slips. The deputy who 
holds the polk-book goes down each page 
carefully reading aloud as he goes the ward 
precinct and marginal number, then spelling 
out the full name of the voter and finishing by 

the house number and street. 
reads each of the two 
deputies follow and catch any 
error that may have escaped detection before. 
The reading and revising is doneto everyone 
of the nearly 76,000 names on the books and 
necessitates the employment of a large num- 
ber of experts. Judges and clerks are ey 
In at all times to be sworn to their duties ap 
get allthe instructions regarding their work on 
election day. It takes about fifteen minutes to 
put a judge through the regular course of in- 
structions. He is first shown a sample ballot-
